INCORPORATION. 


Certificate  of  Intention 
To  Incorporate  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

(As  Amended  December  12,  1939) 


The  undersigned,  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full 
age  and  Citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate 
themselves  for  the  benevolent  and  Charitable  objects  hereinafter 
expressed,  that  they  may  become  a body  Corporate  and  politic, 
and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Society  in  the  City 
and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  provisions  of  an  “Act 
for  the  incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific  and 
Missionary  purposes”,  passed  April  12th,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts 
Supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  pur- 
poses hereby  certify: — 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  Institution  shall  be 
known  in  law,  is  the  “New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled”. 

II.  That  the  particular  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Society 
shall  be  to  maintain  a general  Hospital  and  Dispensary  and 
branches  within  and  without  the  City  of  New  York  for  the  med- 
ical and  surgical  care  and  treatment  of  in-patients  and  out-pa- 
tients; to  supply  skillfully  constructed  appliances  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  cripples,  and  to  make  all  of  its  facilities  avail- 
able to  the  poorest  in  the  community,  and  to  do  all  things  inci- 
dental to  the  accomplishment  of  such  purposes. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall 
consist  of  a President,  five  Vice  Presidents,  a Treasurer,  a Cor- 
responding Secretary,  a Recording  Secretary  and  twelve  Members, 
to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following  named  persons  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz:  James  Lenox,  Robert 
B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green,  Stewart  Brown,  Apollos  R.  Wetmore, 
William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James 
W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John  David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L. 
Fancher,  Jonathan  Sturges,  James  Knight,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther 
R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S."  Terbell, 
Nathan  Bishop,  John  W.  Quincy. 
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V.  That  the  amount  of  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by 
the  Society,  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it, 
within  the  limitations  of  the  law.

HISTORY 

The  Hospital  of  the  Society  first  opened  its  doors  in  May 
of  the  year  1863.  Since  then  during  seventy-six  years  it  has 
served  the  public  continuously.  The  first  hospital  building  of 
only  twenty-eight  beds,  situated  at  97  Second  Avenue  was  soon 
outgrown  and  in  the  year  1870  the  Institution  moved  to  a fine 
new  building  which  stood  on  the  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue 
and  Forty-Second  Street,  on  the  present  site  of  the  Hotel 
Commodore.  Dr.  James  Knight,  the  founder  and  “Resident 
Physician  and  Surgeon”  served  faithfully  until  his  death  in  the 
year  1887.  Dr.  Virgil  P.  Gibney,  who  followed  him  as  “Surgeon- 
in-Chief,”  served  until  1924.  During  these  thirty-seven  years,  the 
Hospital  grew  from  an  Institution  that  merely  provided  for  the 
care  of  incurable  cripples  into  one  of  the  few  progressive  hospitals 
in  the  Lhiited  States  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic  conditions. 
Where  formerly  it  was  only  a home  to  house  children  suffering 
from  surgical  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints,  or  with  paralysis, 
it  became,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Gibney,  an  active  unit  for 
the  development  of  reconstruction  surgery  and  soon  the  reputa- 
tions of  its  surgeons  were  known  throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital 
during  these  years  which  were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who 
formerly  would  have  remained  crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives, 
a care  for  the  community. 

Having  in  the  year  1912  outgrown  the  hospital  building  on 
Lexington  Avenue,  the  patients  were  moved  to  the  present  modern 
plant  at  321  East  Forty-second  Street.  Here  during  the  last 
twenty-eight  years  the  Hospital  has  been  carrying  on  its  good 
work  for  humanity. 

During  the  last  decade  the  teaching  facilities  have  been  greatly 
developed  in  order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors. 
This  has  called  for  expansion  in  all  of  the  departments  of  the 
Hospital.  The  Clinics,  for  which  the  Hospital  has  always  been 
famous,  have  been  enlarged,  new  laboratories  have  been  provided, 
the  X-ray  Department  has  been  expanded,  new  facilities  have 
been  added  to  the  Physical  Therapy  Department  and  a Medical 
Library  has  been  created. 

These  internal  improvements  for  teaching  have  done  much  to 
better  the  care  given  to  the  patients.  To-day  not  only  are  the 
patients  receiving  the  best  care  that  is  possible  with  the  most 
modern  forms  of  treatment,  but  the  Institution  is  also  sending 
forth  fully  trained  surgeons  to  practice  their  specialties  through- 
out the  world.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  our  Annual  Report. 
Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirty-Nine,  our  Seventy-Fifth  Anni- 
versary Year,  marked  the  close  of  another  eventful  year.  It  has 
been  a very  active  one  as  indicated  by  the  following  statistical 
and  departmental  reports. 

The  first  week  of  November  was  set  aside  for  our  Anniversary 
festivities.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the  kind  co-operation  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  the  Women's  Auxiliary,  the  Alumni  Association, 
the  Superintendent  and  our  many  Friends,  who  helped  us  in 
making  our  Anniversary  a success  and  a memorable  occasion.  A 
sincere  expression  of  thanks  is  also  due  to  Dr.  Fenwick  Beekman 
for  his  book  “History  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled”. 

During  the  year  various  major  and  minor  improvements  were 
made  in  our  buildings.  Chief  among  them  was  the  installation  of 
new  stoves  in  our  kitchen  and  the  addition  of  a small  wing  to 
the  East  end  of  this  department.  Many  other  necessary  altera- 
tions and  additions  to  the  equipment  were  completed,  thereby 
improving  the  operation  of  the  kitchen  and  effecting  a better 
and  more  efficient  food  service. 

The  Solarium  was  completely  redecorated.  This  was  made 
possible  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Vernon  Carlton  Brown. 

The  Women's  Auxiliary  has  been  most  helpful  and  co-operative 
not  only  by  contributing  generously  but  also  by  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  various  Committees  in  assisting  with  the  work  of  the 
Hospital. 

To  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  and  the  professional  staff,  who  give 
of  their  time  unlimited,  in  the  Out-patient  and  In-patient  De- 
partments, our  sincere  appreciation  is  extended. 

The  Special  Funds,  consisting  of  Research  Funds,  Memorial 
Gift  Funds,  etc.,  have  been  of  great  help  in  the  treatment  of 
many  patients.  To  these  kind  and  generous  friends,  who  have 
made  these  treatments  possible,  we  are  deeply  grateful. 
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As  this  Annual  Report  is  going  to  press,  we  are  happy  to  an- 
nounce that  we  have  arranged  with  the  St.  John’s  Guild  to 
operate  their  Hospital  at  New  Dorp,  Staten  Island,  where  we 
shall  be  able  to  receive  patients  for  convalescent  care.  The  home 
will  be  open  all  the  year  round.  With  these  facilities,  convalescent 
care  will  be  available  at  all  times  and  will  assist  the  patient  in 
making  a quicker  recovery  under  more  favorable  conditions.  It 
will  enable  us  to  render  a greater  and  a better  service,  to  a 
larger  number  of  individuals. 

We  have  dedicated  this  Seventy-Sixth  Annual  Report  to  the 
four  great  leaders  of  our  Hospital,  who  have  so  ably  guided  it 
since  it  was  founded.  May  their  unfailing  loyalty  to  their  work, 
their  surgical  skill  and  their  love  for  humanity  be  an  inspiration 
to  us  to  carry  on  to  greater  achievement  as  science  progresses.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 


It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  physical  state  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  quality  of  its  professional  work  during  the  year 
1939  were  fully  equal  to,  if  not  superior,  to  those  of  any  preceding 
year.  This  year  marked  the  completion  of  seventy-five  years  of 
service  by  the  Hospital  to  the  public,  and  it  was  fitting  that  the 
attainment  of  the  three-quarters  of  a century  age  of  the  first 
institution  in  the  United  States  to  be  devoted  to  the  rehabilitation 
of  crippled  children  should  be  brought  to  public  attention.  Through 
the  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Prentice  and  his  anniversary  com- 
mittee from  the  Board  of  Managers  and  likewise  those  of  the 
members  of  the  anniversary  committees  appointed  from  the 
Medical  Staff,  this  purpose  was  achieved  by  the  observance  of 
Anniversary  Week  extending  from  October  30th  to  November 
6th.  Through  the  medium  of  two  receptions  for  the  lay  public, 
a reunion  of  the  Hospital  Alumni  Association,  a three  day  sci- 
entific meeting  and  a public  dinner  at  the  University  Club,  our 
friends,  patients,  colleagues,  employees  and  graduates  were  made 
aware  of  the  achievements  of  the  Hospital.  An  outstanding 
accomplishment  of  the  Anniversary  Celebration  was  the  publica- 
tion of  a history  of  the  Hospital  written  by  Doctor  Fenwick 
Beekman  of  the  Surgical  Staff  which  traced  the  surgical  progress 
of  the  Hospital  from  its  founding  to  the  present  and  painted  vivid 
portraits  of  the  outstanding  personalities  among  the  Managers, 
Medical  Staff  and  administrative  officers  who  were  responsible 
for  making  the  Hospital  what  it  is  today.  During  this  Anniversary 
Week,  the  Hospital  was  on  public  display  and  I am  sure  that 
it  never  looked  better  and  there  was  no  single  corner  or  recess 
that  could  not  be  shown  with  pride.  The  anniversary  literature, 
already  considerable,  will  soon  be  further  increased  by  the  pub- 
lication of  a volume  containing  the  scientific  addresses  delivered 
during  the  three-day  meeting  for  the  alumni  and  other  guests. 

A Seventy-Fifth  Anniversary  Celebration  ought  to  be  crowned 
by  a great  achievement  and  I am  indeed  happy  to  be  able  to 
state  that  in  our  case  this  was  attained  by  securing  the  use  of 
Seaside  Hospital  on  Staten  Island  as  a convalescent  home  and 
country  branch.  This  hospital  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  beds, 
owned  and  operated  by  St.  John’s  Guild,  which  also  maintains 
the  Floating  Hospital,  is  beautifully  designed  for  our  purposes 
and  delightfully  situated  on  the  beach  at  New  Dorp  with  grounds 
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of  approximately  ten  acres.  The  buildings  include,  in  addition  to 
the  hospital,  the  power  plant,  a modern  nurses’  home,  the  Lewis 
Gale  Cottage  formerly  used  for  infants,  and  a house  containing 
two  residential  apartments.  Our  Hospital  has  assumed  responsi- 
bility for  the  management  of  this  institution  through  an  operating 
agreement  concluded  with  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  John’s 
Guild,  who,  after  investigation,  concluded  that  their  Hospital 
would  render  a greater  service  to  the  community  if  operated  in 
conjunction  with  this  Hospital  instead  of  as  previously  by  them- 
selves. St.  John’s  Guild  will  retain  its  interest  in  the  Seaside 
Hospital  and  contribute  towards  its  support,  but  will  be  relieved 
of  responsibility  for  its  management.  The  new  agreement  in  fact 
represents  a merger  of  interest,  but  turns  over  the  task  of  op- 
erating the  hospital  to  us.  We  plan  to  open  with  about  sixty 
patients  in  the  early  summer.  Expansion  of  the  number  of  pa- 
tients will  depend  upon  the  demands.  The  hospital  will  be  operated 
continuously  both  winter  and  summer  and  will  be  supervised  by 
members  of  our  own  hospital  staff.  I need  not  point  out  what 
a great  boon  the  facilities  of  Seaside  Hospital  will  be  to  our 
crippled  children  requiring  prolonged  care.  Practically  every 
annual  report  of  our  own  hospital  from  the  beginning  has  voiced 
the  request  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  for  a country  branch  hospital. 
The  need  for  such  an  institution  is  as  great  today  as  ever  and 
will  permit  us  to  do  better  work  for  our  little  patients.  I take 
pleasure  in  felicitating  the  Managers  of  St.  John’s  Guild  as  well 
as  those  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  upon  the 
conclusion  of  this  agreement  which  I feel  sure  will  prove  of 
mutual  advantage.  I also  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  our 
gratitude  to  the  Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New  York  under 
whose  auspices  the  early  negotiations  were  conducted. 

I am  proud  to  record  the  visit  of  Doctor  Marius  N.  Smith- 
Petersen,  Clinical  Professor  of  Orthopaedic  Surgery  at  Harvard 
Medical  School  and  Chief  of  the  Orthopaedic  Service  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  who  served  as  Honorary 
Surgeon-in-Chief  Pro  Tempore  from  November  6th  to  November 
10th  at  our  hospital.  Doctor  Smith-Petersen  put  in  long  days  of 
hard  work.  He  conducted  Rounds,  presided  at  staff  meetings 
and  clinical  conferences,  operated  and  visited  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  and  performed  all  the  duties  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief 
during  his  stay.  His  visit  proved  instructive  to  the  members  of 
the  orthopaedic  staff  and  fully  demonstrated  the  soundness  of 
the  policy  of  occasionally  inviting  distinguished  surgeons  from 
other  cities  of  the  LTnited  States  or  foreign  countries  to  come  to 
the  Hospital  for  a limited  period  on  an  academic  exchange  basis. 

An  important  innovation  during  the  year  was  the  establish-

ment  of  the  principle  of  paying  small  fees  to  the  doctors  for  Out- 
Patient  Clinic  service.  With  the  progress  of  scientific  medicine, 
the  general  trend  seems  to  be  for  hospitals  to  demand  more  and 
more  time  from  the  members  of  their  medical  staff.  The  doctors 
have  to  give  this  time  at  a definite  sacrifice  of  private  patient 
work,  and  it  is  only  just  that  they  should  receive  some  remunera- 
tion for  their  services  to  the  hospital  patients.  The  fees  now  paid 
them  by  the  Hospital  are  small,  but  in  return  they  permit  the 
medical  officers  to  demand  prompt  and  regular  attendance  in  the 
clinics. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  the  Silver  Medal,  or  second 
prize  of  the  American  Academy  of  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  in  the 
Section  of  Scientific  Exhibits  was  won  by  Doctors  Dominic 
DeSanto,  P.  D.  Wilson  and  Walter  Graham  of  the  hospital  staff 
for  their  exhibit  of  “Zanthomatous  Tumors  of  Joints.” 

I am  also  pleased  to  announce  the  establishment  of  a Cardiac 
Clinic  at  our  Hospital  with  a Cardiologist  in  charge  and  an  electro- 
cardiogram. These  new  facilities  will  be  of  great  help  in  deciding 
the  operability  of  doubtful  risks. 

Orthopaedic  Service. 

The  work  of  the  orthopaedic  service  went  forward  satisfac- 
torily during  the  year.  The  out-patient  clinics  were  well  attended 
and  a very  interesting  variety  of  surgical  material  was  handled 
in  the  wards.  The  regular  teaching  rounds  and  conferences  for 
the  benefit  of  our  residential  staff  were  held. 

The  End-Result  Clinic,  conducted  every  Monday  morning, 
has  obtained  a return  of  approximately  seventy-five  percent  of 
all  cases  operated  upon  at  the  Hospital  the  year  previously.  These 
cases  are  presented  before  the  entire  staff,  their  condition  reviewed 
and  ratings  given  on  a percentage  basis,  which  takes  into  con- 
sideration both  the  patients’  and  the  surgeons’  opinion.  Satisfac- 
tory results  were  obtained  in  over  90%  of  the  cases.  These 
End-Result  Clinics  are  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  our  staff  in 
allowing  them  to  study  the  results  of  their  treatment. 

Special  clinics  were  conducted,  as  in  the  past,  for  patients 
with  club  feet,  low  back  pain,  cerebral  spinal  paralysis,  polio- 
myelitis, osteomyelitis,  and  scoliosis. 

Dr.  Cobb’s  work  with  the  scoliosis  patients  is  outstanding 
and  he  reports  a total  of  375  patients  under  treatment.  During 
the  past  year  17  patients  were  treated  in  the  hospital  wards  with 
plaster  correction  of  the  curvature  and  spinal  fusion.  The  total 
number  of  spinal  fusion  operations  performed  in  these  cases  was 
32;  — - there  were  no  fatalities.  This  type  of  work  requires  a 
great  deal  of  time  and  patience  from  the  surgeons  in  charge  and 
is  very  costly  to  the  Hospital,  but  the  results  obtained  more  than 
justify  the  expenditures. 
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The  Cerebral  Spastic  Clinic  was  under  the  charge  of  Dr. 
Robert  Patterson  as  in  the  past.  He  presented  the  following 


analysis  of  the  work  done  during  the  year.

During  the  year  the  clinic  employed  a physiotherapist  on  a 
full  time  basis  to  teach  muscle  re-education  and  relaxation.  Dur- 
ing the  twrelve  months  she  gave  1253  treatments  to  114  patients. 
Excellent  cooperation  was  obtained  from  the  Social  Service  De- 
partment during  the  year  and  this  contributed  largely  to  improv- 
ing the  work.  Speech  training  was  stressed.  The  need  for  devel- 
oping this  work  is  so  great  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  during  the  coming  year 
in  order  to  carry  on  all  the  necessary  activities  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 

The  Club-Foot  Clinic  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Neill  Garber. 
He  employed  the  method  of  gradual  correction  by  means  of  wedge 
plasters  with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  total  number  of  cases 
under  treatment  at  the  present  time  is  ninety-seven.  Approximately 
four  hundred  plaster  dressings  were  applied  during  the  year.  Of 
course,  this  work  must  be  carried  on  in  each  individual  case  for 
many  years  in  order  to  secure  permanent  results  and  it  is  very 
difficult  to  evaluate  the  work  at  any  one  time  because  so  many 
cases  are  still  incomplete.  Nevertheless,  I was  impressed  with 
the  results  obtained  in  this  clinic  during  the  last  year  and  feel 
that  definite  progress  was  made. 

The  special  clinic  for  patients  with  chronic  osteomyelitis  was 
organized  by  Dr.  T.  Campbell  Thompson,  particularly  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  effects  of  the  use  of  staphlococcus 
toxin  as  a means  of  increasing  the  patient’s  immunity  or  re- 
sistance. 750  treatments  were  given  in  this  clinic.  While  it 
is  still  too  early  to  evaluate  this  method  of  treatment,  very  en- 
couraging results  were  obtained  in  many  instances. 

Clinical  investigation  is  being  carried  on  by  many  members 
of  the  Orthopaedic  Staff.  An  interesting  research  study  is  being 
made  by  Dr.  Frederick  Waknitz  with  the  assistance  of  a fellow- 
ship grant  from  the  Nemours  Foundation.  His  subject  is  Meth- 
ods of  Stimulating  Bone  Growth  and  Equalizing  Leg  Lengths. 
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The  subject  is  being  approached  entirely  from  the  research  and 
experimental  standpoint,  and  it  is  hoped  that  interesting  new 
facts  will  be  brought  to  light. 

The  Orthopaedic  Service  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  thanks 
to  the  National  Infantile  Paralysis  Foundation  for  grants  during 
the  past  year  as  follows:  1)  $4,000.00  to  Doctors  P.  D.  Wilson 
and  T.  C.  Thompson  for  investigation  of  Methods  of  Equalization 
of  Leg  Lengths  in  Poliomyelitis.  2)  $5,000.00  to  Dr.  John  R. 
Cobb  for  investigation  of  the  Results  of  Treatment  of  Scoliosis 
in  Poliomyelitis. 

Surgical  Service 

The  following  promotions  were  made  on  the  staff  of  the  surgical 
service  last  year : Doctors  Roderick  V.  Grace  and  Bradley  L. 
Coley  were  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Attending  Surgeons,  and 
Doctors  Roland  L.  Maier  and  John  E.  Sullivan  were  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Associate  Attending  Surgeons. 

Serious  consideration  was  given  to  the  task  of  training  our 
resident  surgical  staff.  The  hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  staff  the  service  with  young  men  coming  either  as  resi- 
dents or  soon  thereafter  and  being  able  to  train  them  so  they 
will  qualify  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur.  The  rotating 
service  for  residents  whereby  three  months  are  spent  on  the 
Gibney  Pavilion  is  working  out  well.  The  resident  receives  six 
months  training  before  assuming  his  duties  with  private  patients 
and  serves  an  additional  three  months  afterwards  as  Chief  Resi- 
dent in  Charge  of  the  Service.  Continuity  of  service  is  provided 
throughout  the  entire  department.  It  is  hoped  in  the  future  that 
most  of  our  surgical  residents  will  come  after  completing  a three 
year  surgical  service  at  Bellevue  Hospital.  This  affiliation  of  the 
two  hospitals  will  assure  a supply  of  well  trained  men,  and  at 
the  same  time  will  make  the  course  of  training  at  our  hospital 
acceptable  to  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

A good  volume  of  work  was  done  in  the  hospital  wards  al- 
though slightly  less  than  in  previous  years.  This  was  probably 
explained  by  the  harder  times  experienced  by  most  of  the  patients. 
Experiments  are  being  conducted  in  the  use  of  a synthetic  silk 
suture  material  manufactured  in  this  country  and  also  an  ordinary 
sewing  cotton  which,  if  successful,  should  result  in  a financial 
saving  to  the  Hospital. 

Genito-Urinary  Clinic 

The  Urologic  Clinic  was  well  attended  during  the  year  with 
a total  of  1122  clinic  visits,  of  which  211  represented  new  patients 
and  911  revisits.  134  procedures  were  carried  out  in  the  cysto- 
scopic  room  and  33  operations  performed  in  the  hospital  with 
no  deaths. 
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Gynecological  Clinic 

The  Gynecological  Clinic  enjoyed  a very  active  year,  with  a 
total  of  707  Clinic  visits,  of  which  258  represented  new  cases 
20  operations  were  performed  by  the  staff  during  the  year.  Many 
of  the  patients  who  required  operative  treatment  were  referred 
elsewhere  because  of  inability  to  pay. 

Nose  and  Throat  Clinic 

Our  otolaryngologist  gave  splendid  service  to  the  hospital  cases 
during  the  year.  There  were  a total  of  747  clinic  visits  with  340 
new  patients.  The  number  of  operations  performed  was  158, 
without  any  fatality. 

Bone  Tumor  Clinic 

The  Bone  Tumor  Clinic  continued  to  do  valuable  work  dur- 
ing the  year  under  Dr.  Bradley  L.  Coley.  A large  number  of 
patients  are  under  treatment  and  the  reputation  of  the  clinic 
has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  being  used  more  and  more 
for  consultative  purposes.  Excellent  cooperation  was  obtained 
from  Memorial  Hospital  where  all  radiation  therapy  was  given. 
I take  pleasure  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Staff  in  expressing  our 
gratitude  to  the  authorities  of  that  Hospital  for  their  many  cour- 
tesies. A total  of  372  cases  of  bone  tumor  are  now  on  file  in 
the  Bone  Tumor  Clinic,  of  which  112  were  registered  with  the 
Bone  Sarcoma  Registry  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 
48  additional  cases  are  in  process  of  registration.  During  the 
past  year  28  new  cases  were  seen  in  the  clinic,  and  included  the 
following:  4 osteogenic  sarcoma,  5 endothelioma,  2 giant-cell 
tumor,  3 metastatic  carcinoma,  1 reticulum-cell  lymphosarcoma, 
4 chondroma,  and  1 Kaposi’s  sarcoma.  The  remaining  8 were 
other  conditions  closely  simulating  tumor  of  bone. 

Department  of  Anesthesia 

The  supervisor  of  the  department  reports  that  the  staff  kept 
abreast  of  all  the  latest  developments  in  anesthesia.  Helium  is 
now  being  used  in  cases  with  respiratory  obstruction.  Precautions 
were  taken  during  the  year  to  safe-guard  against  anesthetic  ex- 
plosions from  static  sparks.  Observations  of  interesting  cases 
during  anesthesia  furnished  several  contributions  to  current  medi- 
cal literature.  The  total  number  of  anesthetics  given  during  the 
year  was  2613,  of  which  1947  were  inhalation,  166  spinal  and 
498  local. 

Medical  Service 

The  medical  service  gave  valuable  aid  to  the  orthopaedic  and 
surgical  services  during  the  year,  although  the  number  of  patients 
actually  treated  on  the  service  was  small.  The  total  number  of 
patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  with  medical  diagnoses  includ- 
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ing  both  service  and  private  was  148.  In  addition,  each  month 
from  20  to  30  orthopaedic  and  surgical  patients  received  medical 
treatment  without  being  transferred  to  the  medical  service.  Rou- 
tine examination  was  made  of  all  children  admitted  to  these 
services  and  in  addition  many  examinations  were  made  in  adult 
cases  to  determine  operability.  With  the  exception  of  two  cases 
of  chicken  pox  the  hospital  was  most  fortunate  in  being  free 
from  contagious  diseases  throughout  the  year.  18  patients  were 
treated  in  the  new  isolation  unit  of  the  Hospital,  including  patients 
with  pneumonia,  communicable  colds,  gas  bacillus  infection  and 
dysentery.  There  was  considerable  medical  service  given  to  Hos- 
pital employees,  the  total  treated  being  365,  of  which  97  were 
admitted  to  the  Hospital.  In  addition,  all  new  employees  were 
given  a physical  examination  by  the  resident  physician.  Wasser- 
mann  tests  were  performed  when  indicated  and  x-ray  examina- 
tions made.  During  the  Summer  the  medical  resident  examined 
about  150  children  from  the  Out-Patient  Department  to  determine 
their  eligibility  for  admission  to  convalescent  homes  and  camps. 

Pediatric  Clinic 

The  total  number  of  clinic  visits  during  the  year  was  566 
of  which  142  were  new  patients.  All  of  these  cases  were  referred 
from  the  orthopaedic  and  surgical  clinics.  The  Social  Service 
Department  continued  to  render  valuable  assistance.  A social 
service  worker  was  present  at  each  session  of  the  clinic  and 
interviewed  patients  or  the  parents  regarding  financial  needs  and 
family  relationships.  Home  visits  were  made  when  indicated, 
and  at  least  one  home  visit  was  made  on  every  new  patient.  The 
large  number  of  return  visits  of  patients  is  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  social  service  follow-up  and  interest.  Through  the  generosity 
of  the  Social  Service  Committee  medications  including  cod  liver 
oil,  malt  preparations  and  in  certain  instances,  expensive  glandular 
medications  were  provided  free  of  charge  to  needy  patients. 
Milk  and  clothing  including  warm  woolen  sweaters,  underwear, 
stockings,  etc.  were  also  furnished  when  required. 

Arthritis  Clinic 

The  Arthritis  Clinic  was  well  attended  during  the  year.  245 
new  patients  were  admitted  to  the  clinic  and  the  total  number 
of  revisits  was  4,640.  This  compared  with  an  average  of  2,500 
revisits  during  the  three  years  prior  to  1938.  The  large  increase 
in  revisits  was  due  to  the  institution  of  a careful  follow-up 
system  about  one  year  previously.  Of  the  total  of  384  “recalls” 
of  patients  who  had  ceased  coming  to  the  clinic  for  undetermined 
reasons,  228  either  resumed  visits  or  were  satisfactorily  accounted 
for.  96  were  found  to  qualify  for  discharge  and  only  60  failed 
to  respond  to  the  follow-up.  Investigation  of  the  therapy  of 
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arthritis  continued  to  be  the  main  interest  of  the  members  of  the 
staff.  A study  of  the  results  obtained  from  gold  therapy  in  a 
series  of  100  cases  was  completed  and  published.  Continued 
interest  is  being  shown  in  this  method  of  treatment  and  the 
additional  findings  from  the  observation  of  treated  patients  over 
a long  period  of  years  will  appear  later.  Also,  beginning  in  the 
summer  of  1938  the  staff  conducted  a preliminary  study  of  the 
therapeutic  effects  of  high  dosage  Vitamin  D.  The  results  of 
this  study  to  date  appeared  surprisingly  favorable  and  because 
of  this,  arrangements  are  being  made  to  secure  the  aid  of  a 
financial  grant  to  the  Hospital  from  one  of  the  interested  manu- 
facturers in  order  to  permit  undertaking  an  extensive  program 
of  research  to  determine  the  specific  and  comparative  values  of 
this  form  of  therapy  in  chronic  arthritis. 

A continuing  problem  for  which  no  solution  has  yet  been 
found  is  how  to  provide  for  deserving  patients  who  are  unable 
to  pay  for  necessary  laboratory  and  x-ray  examinations  and 
miscellaneous  treatments.  It  is  hoped  that  funds  may  be  raised 
and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Arthritis  Clinic  to  be  used  as 
required  in  assisting  such  patients. 

Adult  Medical  Clinic 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  adult  Medical 
Clinic  was  about  the  same  as  in  the  two  previous  years.  Of  the  193 
new  patients  only  6 were  admitted  directly  from  the  outside;  all 
others  being  referred  from  surgical  or  orthopaedic  clinics.  The 
number  of  revisits  was  209. 

Obesity  Clinic 

The  attendance  at  the  Obesity  Clinic  during  the  year  showed 
a decrease  from  a total  of  4993  visits  in  1938  to  4345  for  the  year 
1939.  This  was  the  result  of  the  restriction  of  the  admission  of 
patients  to  those  residing  in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  the 
Bronx.  Of  832  new  patients  treated  during  the  year,  the  records 
showed  that  only  73  were  referred  from  other  clinics ; the  re- 
mainder being  admitted  directly  from  outside.  During  the  year  the 
policy  of  admitting  new  patients  directly  from  outside  was 
changed  and  in  the  future  only  those  patients  who  are  referred 
by  doctors  will  be  accepted  and  the  remainder  will  be  composed 
of  those  cases  referred  from  the  other  hospital  clinics.  The  Obesity 
Clinic  is  of  great  importance  to  the  Orthopaedic  Service  where 
it  is  so  often  found  that  overweight  is  a contributing  cause  of  pain 
and  poor  function  from  its  effect  in  overloading  a crippled  joint, 
thus  causing  additional  strain. 

Dermatological  and  Syphilological  Clinic 

The  work  of  this  clinic  for  the  year  1939  included  22  new 
cases,  71  referred  cases  and  308  revisits,  or  a total  of  401  visits. 
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Dr.  Bechet,  who  assumed  the  duties  of  chief  of  clinic  a year  ago, 
rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  members  of  the  medical  staff 
and  is  always  most  cooperative.  We  note  with  pride  his  appoint- 
ment as  Visiting  Dermatologist  at  the  Welfare  Hospital,  his  elec- 
tion as  a Director  of  the  American  Academy  of  Dermatology  and 
Syphilology,  also  his  numerous  contributions  to  medical  literature 
and  his  interest  in  medical  history.

The  quality  of  the  work  done  in  this  department  continued  on  a 
very  high  standard.  It  was  interesting  to  note  how  the  usefulness 
of  the  under  water  exercises  in  the  therapeutic  pool  increased. 
A greater  number  of  arthritic  patients  and  post  operative  cases 
are  now  being  treated  in  the  pool  than  formerly.  Through  a grant 
from  the  Friedsam  Foundation  experiments  were  carried  by 
members  of  the  medical  staff  in  electro  myography. 

The  course  in  Physical  Therapy  for  technicians  is  ten  years 
old  and  its  graduates  are  now  employed  in  practically  every  State 
of  the  Union.  The  cooperation  between  the  department,  the 
medical  staff  and  the  administration  has  been  close  and  pleasant, 
and  I take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  gratitude  of  the  Medical 
Staff  to  the  director,  Dr.  K.  G.  Hansson,  for  the  valuable  assist- 
ance he  gave  them. 

Department  of  Roentgenology 

This  department  continued  to  be  very  active  and  the  demands 
made  upon  it  were  very  heavy.  It  was  necessary  to  add  a third 
technician  to  the  staff.  The  total  number  of  patients  examined 
was  8,766.  Of  this  number,  754  patients  from  the  out  patient  de- 
partment were  examined  free  and  many  more  were  examined  at 
reduced  rates.  The  total  number  of  roentgenograms  made  was 
30,681.  A classification  of  the  patients  examined  is  shown  in  the 
following  table :

The  Photographic  Department  operates  under  the  direction  of 
the  Department  of  Roentgenology.  1119  patients  were  photo- 
graphed and  motion  pictures  made  of  34  other  patients.  The 
Medical  Staff  is  very  grateful  to  Miss  Scheuer  for  the  beautiful 
work  done.  They  are  particularly  grateful  to  her  for  the  very  fine 
cinematic  film  in  color  made  during  the  year  to  illustrate  activities 
of  the  Hospital  which  was  shown  during  the  Seventy-Fifth  An- 
niversary celebration.  This  film  was  made  with  the  general  theme 
of  following  one  crippled  child  through  its  admission,  examination 
and  treatment  in  the  Hospital.  The  activities  of  all  the  various 
departments  and  clinics  concerned  in  the  child’s  care  was  shown 
with  an  interesting  personal  touch  that  was  very  successful  and 
appealing. 

The  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  roentgenological  depart- 
ment during  the  last  year  has  more  than  confirmed  the  wisdom 
of  appointing  the  director,  Dr.  Lewis,  in  a full  time  capacity. 

Department  of  Pathology 

During  the  year  a total  of  30,668  clinical  laboratory  tests  were 
performed,  representing  an  increase  of  2,397  tests,  or  about  8.5% 
over  the  work  of  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was  generally 
distributed  throughout  all  of  the  procedures,  but  was  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  gross  and  histologic  examinations  of  surgical 
specimens  where  a constant  attempt  was  made  to  accumulate 
material  of  teaching  interest.  The  work  of  the  department  more 
than  doubled  during  the  last  six  years  and  the  rate  of  increase 
was  so  great  that  it  finally  became  necessary  to  employ  an  ad- 
ditional technician.  A number  of  new  procedures  were  instituted 
during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  carrying  on  the  routine  work  the  director  of 
the  laboratory  was  extremely  active  in  teaching,  contributing  to 
the  medical  literature  and  preparing  scientific  exhibits.  The  last 
was  an  exhibit  dealing  with  the  subject  of  Synovial  Sarcomas 
and  was  shown  at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Orthopaedic  Surgeons  in  Boston  and  at  the  Third  International 
Cancer  Congress,  where  it  was  received  with  great  interest  and 
aroused  favorable  comment.  The  exhibit  is  of  permanent  teaching 
value  and  consists  of  colored  transparencies  of  gross  and  micro- 
scopic specimens  together  with  x-rays  and  case  reports.  Much  of 
the  interest  and  value  of  these  exhibits  is  due  to  the  beautiful 
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paintings  and  drawings  of  specimens  made  by  the  Hospital 
medical  artist,  Mrs.  Fisher.  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
thanks  to  Dr.  DeSanto  for  his  constant  courtesy  and  cooperation 
with  members  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

Medical  Library 

The  Medical  Library  of  the  Hospital  continues  to  be  used 
more  and  more  each  year.  During  1939  there  was  an  actual  record 
of  2,643  readers,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year,  but  as  in 
former  years  this  number  represented  probably  less  than  half 
of  the  actual  visitors,  as  many  fail  to  sign  the  visitors  book,  par- 
ticularly in  the  evenings  when  the  librarian  is  not  present. 

During  the  year  90  volumes  were  added  to  the  library  shelves 
exclusive  of  bound  periodicals.  48  volumes  were  added  to  the 
steadily  increasing  number  of  bound  periodicals.  Among  the 
important  purchases  of  the  year  was  “Menders  of  the  Maimed” 
by  Sir  Arthur  Keith  for  a copy  of  which  the  library  had  been 
searching  for  several  years  without  success.  During  the  past 
year  the  Medical  Library  became  a member  of  the  American 
Library  Association.  This  Association  publishes  a quarterly 
Journal  and  maintains  exchange  facilities  for  its  members.  Al- 
ready our  Library  has  made  use  of  this  privilege  and  has  been 
able  to  obtain  books  of  historic  value. 

Upon  looking  backward  over  the  five  years  the  library  has 
been  in  existence,  one  wonders  how  the  medical  staff  ever  func- 
tioned without  this  department.  In  this  short  period  of  time  the 
Medical  Library  accumulated  such  a collection  of  books  and 
bound  periodicals  that  it  is  seldom  one  must  go  to  the  Library 
of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine  and  then  only  when 
rather  rare  periodicals  or  books  must  be  consulted. 

I take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  our  gratitude  to  Miss 
Wiederhold,  the  Librarian,  who  has  given  efficient  service  in  the 
different  branches  of  reference  work  and  particularly  in  biblio- 
graphical research. 

Social  Service 

During  the  past  year  the  Social  Service  Department  underwent 
a complete  re-organization  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  G. 
Hastings  Dervend,  who  was  appointed  Director  in  the  Fall  of 
1938.  Through  this  re-organization  the  Hospital  now  has  an 
entirely  modern  Social  Service  to  help  in  the  care  of  its  patients. 
The  Medical  Staff  are  fully  conscious  of  the  increased  help  they 
have  obtained  from  the  department  during  the  year.  A member 
of  the  staff  is  assigned  to  each  of  the  divisions  of  the  orthopaedic 
service  in  the  house  and  attends  the  weekly  rounds,  where  she  is 
available  to  furnish  information  of  interest  in  planning  the 
patient’s  program.  From  all  of  the  orthopaedic,  surgical  and 
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medical  clinics  I have  received  expressions  of  thanks  to  the  Social 
Service  Department  for  the  assistance  received  during  the  year, 
and  I am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  Mrs. 
Dervend  upon  the  success  with  which  she  has  inaugurated  the 
many  new  Social  Service  activities.  In  behalf  of  the  Medical 
Staff,  I wish  also  to  acknowledge  our  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Reynolds 
and  the  women  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  and  Women’s 
Auxiliary  for  their  interest  and  activities  in  the  Hospital  for  their 
numerous  contributions  during  the  year. 

Needs  of  the  Hospital 

The  needs  of  the  Hospital  continue  to  be  many.  I would 
particularly  list  the  following: 

Nurses  Home.  The  conditions  under  which  our  faithful  nurses 
live  continue  to  be  a reproach.  They  are  overcrowded  and  have 
too  little  light  and  air,  and  the  opportunities  for  recreation  are 
nil.  I look  forward  to  the  time  when  we  may  have  a fine  new 
building  for  our  nurses  with  a little  space  on  the  bottom  floors 
for  general  hospital  purposes. 

Operating  Room.  Our  surgery  is  done  in  operating  rooms 
that  were  built  nearly  thirty  years  ago.  Since  they  were  designed 
the  number  of  operations  performed  each  year  has  more  than 
doubled  and  the  procedures  have  increased  greatly  in  severity. 
Our  present  operating  facilities  are  distributed  between  the  Main 
Operating  Room  on  the  fourth  floor  and  the  Private  Operating 
Room  on  the  sixth  floor,  an  arrangement  which  is  inefficient  and 
economically  unsound.  We  ought  to  rearrange  the  operating  suite 
on  the  fourth  floor  and  expand  into  ward  five  and  consolidate 
both  operating  rooms  into  one. 

We  need,  in  addition,  contributions  to  a special  brace  fund 
for  the  assistance  of  needy  patients,  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
needy  patients  in  the  Arthritis  Clinic,  funds  for  the  free  hospitali- 
zation of  deserving  adult  patients,  and  last,  but  by  no  means  least, 
additional  funds  for  research. 

CONCLUSION  — 

In  closing  I wish  to  express  in  behalf  of  the  Medical  Staff 
our  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  the  Superintendent 
and  administrative  officers  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  Hospital 
employees  for  their  interest  and  devotion  during  the  year  and 
their  fine  cooperation  with  us  on  every  occasion.  We  are  entering 
the  year  1940  with  a firm  determination  to  raise  the  standard  of 
service  to  our  patients  to  an  even  higher  level  than  in  the  past  and 
to  continue  to  uphold  the  fine  traditions  and  prestige  of  the 
Hospital,  passed  down  from  former  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


In  submitting  this  report  for  the  year  1939,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  the  truly  remarkable  growth  which  has  taken  place  during 
the  three-quarters  of  a century  since  the  hospital  of  the  Society 
has  opened  its  doors.  Hand  in  hand  with  this  growth  has  been 
the  progress  in  the  scientific,  surgical,  medical  and  nursing  care 
of  the  patients.  The  historical  details  of  the  Society’s  organization 
and  the  work  of  the  hospital  are  set  forth  in  the  interesting  history 
written  at  the  time  of  the  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary  by  Dr.  Fen- 
wick Beekman. 

The  present  hospital  building  has  been  in  operation  for  twenty- 
eight  years  and  each  year  more  extensive  repairs  and  replacements 
are  necessary.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  do  as  much  of  this 
work  as  possible  with  the  regular  employees  of  the  hospital,  but 
some  items  have  required  the  employment  of  outside  contractors. 
Among  the  chief  improvements  that  have  been  made  during  the 
year  has  been  the  complete  remodeling  and  re-equipping  of  the 
kitchen  so  as  to  make  these  facilities  second  to  none.  Now  a 
complete  installation  of  Swedish  “AGA”  coal  stoves  is  in  opera- 
tion with  a resulting  substantial  saving  in  fuel  and  a marked 
improvement  in  the  cooking. 

This  is  not  the  place  to  detail  all  of  the  work  which  has  been 
done  to  keep  the  properties  of  the  Society  in  the  best  possible 
condition.  Many  improvements  have  been  made,  much  new  equip- 
ment has  been  installed,  and  a great  deal  of  repair  and  redeco- 
rating work  has  been  carried  out.  The  care  of  the  patients  has 
been  the'  first  consideration  of  all  persons  connected  with  the 
hospital,  and  the  favorable  comments  which  have  been  received 
justify  those  in  charge  in  believing  that  they  have  not  failed  in 
their  duties. 

Statistics  of  the  various  departmental  and  professional  activities 
of  the  hospital  are  set  forth  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

I wfish  to  acknowledge  the  pleasant  and  helpful  cooperation  of 
the  members  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  and  their  various  com- 
mittees and  of  the  Volunteers  who  have  all  helped  us  in  giving 
a more  efficient  and  friendly  service  to  our  patients. 

I welcome  this  opportunity  of  expressing  the  sincere  apprecia- 
tion and  gratitude  of  the  hospital’s  staff  for  the  many  gifts  and 
entertainments  which  have  contributed  to  the  happiness  and  com- 
fort of  our  patients.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  LABORATORIES 

This  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Pathology 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

During  this  year,  a total  of  30,668  laboratory  tests  were  per- 
formed. This  represents  an  increase  of  2,397  tests,  or  about  8^% 
over  the  work  of  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was  generally 
distributed  throughout  all  of  the  procedures,  but  was  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  gross  and  histological  examination  of  surgical 
specimens,  where  a constant  attempt  has  been  made  to  accumulate 
material  of  teaching  interest. 

During  the  year  the  Director  requested  that  a new  technician 
be  added  to  the  staff  of  the  Laboratory,  and  this  request  was 
granted. 

A number  of  new  laboratory  procedures  were  instituted, 
namely:  the  determination  of  Sulfapyridine  content  of  blood  and 
urine;  determination  of  Sulfamethylthiazol  content  of  blood 
and  urine  and  the  determination  of  the  Total  Protein  content  of 
blood  serum  by  the  Falling  Drop  Method.  This  latter  procedure 
is  expected  to  be  of  great  value  in  the  treatment  of  post-operative 
shock  and  in  the  determination  of  blood  volume  loss  during  pro- 
longed operations. 

During  the  year,  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson, 
an  exhibit  was  prepared  dealing  with  the  subject  of  Synovial 
Sarcomas,  and  was  shown  at  the  American  Academy  of  Ortho- 
paedic Surgeons  and  at  the  Third  International  Cancer  Congress, 
where  it  was  received  with  great  interest  and  aroused  favorable 
comment.  The  exhibit  is  of  permanent  teaching  value  and  consists 
of  colored  transparencies  of  gross  and  microscopic  specimens, 
together  with  x-rays  and  case  reports.  Further  exhibits  along 
this  line  of  teaching  value  are  contemplated. 

Twenty  new  and  interesting  specimens  were  added  to  the 
Pathological  Museum. 

Publications  in  which  the  Laboratory  participated  included  a 
paper  entitled  “Xanthomatous  Tumors  of  Joints”,  in  The  Journal 
of  Bone  and  Joint  Surgery,  July,  1939;  and  “Embryology  of  the 
Hip  Joint”  in  the  Archives  of  Surgery,  September,  1939. 

The  Director  takes  this  opportunity  of  thanking  our  Surgeon- 
in-Chief  Dr.  Wilson  and  our  Superintendent  Mr.  Willmer,  who 
have  given  unlimited  cooperation  in  elevating  the  Laboratory  to 
its  present  state  of  efficiency  and  usefulness.

Technical  Advisory  Committee 

The  Technical  Advisory  Committee  was  formed  early  last  spring 
to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  relation  to  technical  details  and 
professional  procedures  of  the  Department.  The  Committee  mem- 
bers consist  of  four  leaders  in  the  medical  social  work  field,  our 
Chief  Surgeon,  the  Chairman  and  one  other  representative  of  the 
Social  Service  Committee,  and  the  Director  of  Social  Service. 
Miss  Mary  C.  Jarrett  of  the  Welfare  Council  is  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.  Recommendations  of  the  Technical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee are  presented  to  the  Social  Service  Committee  for  dis- 
cussion and  decision. 

New  Record  Forms  add  to  the  accuracy  and  interest  of  De- 
partment records  and  statistics.  A special  "green  sheet”  captioned 
Social  Service  Notes  has  recently  been  added  to  the  medical 
records  of  both  children  and  adults  receiving  ward  care  and 
known  to  our  Department.  The  notes  carry  a brief  summary  of 
pertinent  social  data  which  may  have  a bearing  on  the  medical 
problems  and  therefore  be  of  interest  to  the  physician  in  charge 
of  the  patient.  Each  worker  is  using  a new  daily  assignment 
sheet  and  a new  monthly  report  form,  which  is  both  an  index 
of  effort  on  behalf  of  the  patient  and  an  indication  of  results 
achieved. 
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New  Staff  Members 

Three  experienced  medical  social  workers  have  joined  the  staff 
of  the  Department  this  last  year,  making  a total  of  seven  social 
workers,  two  stenographers,  and  one  full  time  volunteer.  A 
resignation  due  to  ill  health  has  recently  left  a vacancy  to  be  filled. 

Staff  Conferences  are  held  regularly  on  alternate  Wednesday 
mornings.  The  staff  members  present  case  material  for  group 
consideration,  criticism,  and  discussion.  The  conference  hour 
offers  a splendid  opportunity  for  exchange  of  information  and 
ideas  relative  to  the  activities  of  the  Department. 

Spastic  Clinic 

A social  worker  has  been  assigned  to  the  Spastic  Clinic.  Pre- 
viously this  clinic,  which  is  an  exceptionally  busy  one,  has  had  no 
special  social  worker,  although  many  social  problems  of  different 
types  are  presented  by  this  group  of  handicapped  children.  Some 
of  the  children  are  mentally  below  par  as  well  as  crippled ; others 
in  the  group  are  of  normal  intelligence  but  because  of  such  de- 
fects as  speech  impediments,  or  poor  muscular  coordination  pre- 
sent special  problems  in  adjustment  which,  need  the  assistance  of 
the  trained  social  worker,  in  addition  to  medical  supervision. 

Vocational  Guidance  for  Older  Boys  and  Girls 

One  of  the  outstanding  needs  of  handicapped  young  people  is 
to  be  provided  with  guidance  and  training  that  will  lead  eventually 
to  the  amount  of  self-support  of  which  the  individual  is  capable, 
taking  into  careful  consideration  the  type  and  extent  of  handicap, 
his  intellectual  and  manual  abilities,  emotional  make-up  and  per- 
sonality characteristics.  Our  Department  is  making  an  earnest 
effort  to  provide  stimulation  and  guidance  to  some  of  the  young 
patients  who  have  had  the  best  of  physical  care,  but  for  whom 
little  has  been  attempted  along  these  lines.  Making  judicious  use 
of  the  various  facilities  available  for  the  testing  of  adolescents  to 
ascertain  any  special  abilities  or  limitations  which  they  may  have, 
and  for  the  training  and  employment  of  adolescents,  is  an  im- 
portant part  of  this  effort.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  MEDICAL 
LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

At  the  present  time  the  Library  comprises  over  nine  hundred 
volumes.  During  the  year  just  passed,  1939,  ninety  volumes  were 
added.  Thirty-five  of  these  were  purchased,  fourteen  were  ac- 
quired through  the  Medical  Library  Exchange  and  forty-one  were 
gifts,  eight  of  these  being  special  purchases.  Forty  volumes  of 
periodicals  were  bound  during  the  year,  and  over  one  hundred 
reprints  were  filed  for  reference.  The  Library  is  now  x'eceiving 
thirty  periodicals  regularly,  twelve  of  these  through  the  generosity 
of  our  friends.  An  important  purchase  during  the  year  1939  was 
“Menders  of  the  Maimed”  by  Sir  Arthur  Keith,  considered  a 
classic  in  orthopaedic  literature.  We  acquired  this  after  a two- 
year  search  and  are  happy  to  be  able  to  offer  it  to  our  readers. 

In  1939  the  Library  became  a member  of  the  Medical  Library 
Association.  This  Association  publishes  a Quarterly  Bulletin  and 
maintains  a Library  Exchange  for  its  members.  We  have  already 
taken  advantage  of  this  facility  and  have  obtained  books  of 
historical  value. 

The  students  of  the  Physical  Therapy  School  of  the  Hospital 
make  active  use  of  the  Library  and  have  an  excellent  shelf  of 
reference  works  in  their  field  to  choose  from.  Besides  these, 
students  from  Teachers  College  who  attend  classes  at  the  Hospital 
use  the  Library  extensively.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  some  of 
the  nurses  of  the  Hospital  are  taking  advantage  of  its  facilities. 

Now  that  our  books  of  reference  are  so  numerous,  it  is  seldom 
that  readers  need  journey  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine  to  obtain 
information  that  is  needed.  The  tabulated  number  of  readers 
during  1939  was  2,643,  a figure  which  steadily  increases  each  year, 
even  though  many  readers  at  nights  and  weekends  do  not  register. 

Other  facilities  that  the  Library  supplies  are  bibliographical  re- 
searches. The  Librarian,  Miss  Wiederhold,  has,  during  the  past 
three  years,  brought  together  a number  of  complete  bibliographies 
on  special  subjects.  If  what  is  needed  cannot  be  found  on  this 
list,  the  librarian  is  sure  to  be  able  to  supply  the  reference.  This 
service  has  been  a great  help  and  saving  of  time  to  all  those  who 
make  use  of  the  library. 

In  ending  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  lent  their  aid  to  us 
in  making  this  important  facility  to  surgical  practice  a success.

Many  of  the  Committees  and  Departments  have  been  entirely 
reorganized;  particularly  the  Social  Service  Department  and  the 
Library  and  Volunteer  Committees. 

The  room  which  the  Hospital  supplied  for  the  Volunteers  has 
been  of  the  greatest  value  and  has  expedited  the  work  to  a very 
increased  degree. 

All  Members  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  and  the  Social  Service 
Committee  assisted  at  the  Anniversary  Receptions  at  the  Hospital 
October  31st  and  November  1,  1939.  They  were  greatly  aided 
by  many  of  the  ladies  wrhose  husbands  are  Members  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Four  teams  from  the  different  Committees  were  reorganized 
this  year  to  work  on  the  United  Hospital  Campaign.  Because  of 
the  splendid  cooperation  of  these  Committee  Members  $7237.00 
was  raised,  which  amount  was  well  over  our  cjuota  of  $6072.00. 

The  United  Hospital  Fund’s  aid  in  1939  enabled  the  Women’s 
Auxiliary  to  assume  the  greater  part  of  the  salaries  and  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Social  Service  and  the  Occupational  Therapy  De- 
partments, and  to  donate  new  equipment  in  some  of  the  wards 
for  the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

The  efforts  and  assistance  rendered  by  the  Chairmen  and 
Members  of  the  different  Committees  are  acknowledged  with  deep 
appreciation. 

The  Women’s  Auxiliary  wishes  to  thank  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, the  Executive  Committee  and  Dr.  Wilson  for  their  co- 
operation and  help  with  its  activities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  this  Department  in  the 
past  year.  Miss  Jessie  H.  Prest,  our  Directress  of  the  Social 
Service,  retired  after  twenty-five  years  of  conscientious  service. 

Mrs.  Glee  Hastings  Dervend,  for  twelve  years  Mental  Hygiene 
Consultant  at  the  Henry  Street  Visiting  Nurse  Service,  was  en- 
gaged to  take  the  position  that  Miss  Prest’s  retirement  left  vacant. 

Now,  at  the  beginning  of  a new  year,  I am  able  to  report  that 
this  Department,  under  the  very  able  supervision  of  our  new 
Directress,  is  running  smoothly  and  progressively.  After  some 
months  of  careful  study,  Mrs.  Dervend  found  it  necessary  to 
make  various  changes  in  the  personnel,  and  this  has  proven  most 
advantageous  for  the  functioning  of  the  Social  Service. 

Because  of  this  reorganization,  the  work  has  been  greatly 
expanded. 

The  staff  of  the  Social  Service  now  consists  of  the  Directress, 
six  social  workers,  two  stenographers  and  one  full  time  volunteer.

The  Members  of  this  Committee  under  their  able  Chairman, 
Mrs.  Alker,  have  continued  their  efficient  work  during  the  past 
year,  by  carrying  on  with  the  weekly  visits  to  each  ward. 

Much  needed  equipment  and  sickroom  apparel  was  supplied  to 
the  wards  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

Mrs.  Alker  and  her  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  doctors, 
nurses,  Mr.  Willmer  and  all  the  Staff  for  their  suggestions  and 
cooperation  which  have  been  most  helpful  in  the  execution  of 
the  work. 


REPORT  OF  THE  VOLUNTEER  COMMITTEE 

Mrs.  Hughes,  who  became  Chairman  of  this  Committee  in  the 
fall  of  1939,  has  completely  reorganized  this  Department,  and  it 
is  now  functioning  most  efficiently. 

Forty-four  Volunteers  are  working  in  the  following  Depart- 
ments of  the  Hospital : 

The  Social  Service  office,  Wards,  Clinics,  X-ray  Department, 
Library,  Occupational  Therapy  Department  and  the  Physio- 
therapy Appointment  Desk. 

1804  hours  of  working  time  was  contributed  by  these  volunteers. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

Upon  the  advice  of  the  Junior  League  and  with  the  financial 
aid  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  and  Social  Service  Committees, 
a trained  librarian  was  engaged  to  help  reorganize  the  Library, 
to  enable  it  to  function  more  effectively. 

This  work  has  been  accomplished  and  with  the  exception  of 
the  Foreign  Books,  the  entire  Library  has  been  re-catalogued. 

The  Library  now  has  a working  capital  of  approximately  4500 
volumes,  plus  50  books  from  the  Junior  League  which  can  be 
exchanged  from  time  to  time.  Total  number  of  distribution  of 
books  in  the  Library  from  January  1,  1939  to  December  31,  1939 
— 4010.  New  equipment  consisting  of  typewriter,  desk,  file, 
chairs,  reading-lamps,  etc.  have  been  supplied  to  the  Library  by 
the  Women’s  Auxiliary. 

Some  of  the  expenses  of  the  Library  were  covered  by  the  sale 
of  books  too  old  or  out-of-date  to  be  in  circulation. 

Each  Member  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  and  Social  Service 
Committee  contributed  $5.00  to  a Fund,  which  is  to  supply  the 
Library  with  current  books.  This  seems  to  be  the  most  expeditious 
way  of  enlarging  the  Library.
